Blatz Company Wins

The long fought battlr between the 
Blat/. Brewing Co. and th*- govern­ 
ment's bureau of industrial 
alcohol

when E. C. Yellowly, reached by tele­ 
phone ut bn- Chicago office, announced 
that he had Ordered issuance of a new* 
license for 1932 enabling the brewery 
to continue, manufacturing cercal bev­ 
erages. 
Mr. Y ellow ly is director of 
the bureau of industrial alcohol for the 
Chicago hre.i, which includes Milwau­ 
kee. 
The dispute grew out of the discov­ 
ery by investigators and inspectors for 
the bureau, in bottles and in vats, of 
real beer, testing between 3 and I poi 
cent alcohol, in the Blat* brewery last 
summer. 
Until the day of its discov­ 
ery the beer had not been noticed by 
government 
Inspectors 
because 
the 
room in which it was kept was usually 
locked. 
The investigator* immediately tiled 
charges against the brewery asking 
revocation of lieense for manufacture 
of cereal beverages, The company re­ 
plied that tho beer was kept only for 
experiment a1 purposes, such as study 
of ageing.

These inquiries are coming from points throughout the country 
and particularly the larger cities where people, originally farmers, 
had gone when working conditions were comparatively good.

Their 
thought is that, whili farm prices today do not indicate they will 
be able to realize a large amount cif money, they will be able bt; 
small farms to make a living. 
It might be Well, The Daily Dispatch believes, to pool the 
lands iii this section and to get in touch with colonization agents 
of the various railways and others interested in the work of 
directing prospective farm owners to this community.

THE FOOD PR O B L E M - 
All persons interested in keeping healthy, and particularly 
the parents of growing children, should be thoroughly informed 
as to the value of milk as a food. 
It would seem that the constant advices of doctors, health 
officers and similar authorities should have resulted in adequate 
milk consumption. 
But use of it. on the average, is still below tIk* 
desirable point. 
A quart of milk will supply 076 calories—about 
a third of the day’s need of a child of ten, and aland a quarter of 
the day s need of a grown person.

contains, 
in

amounts, the three vitamins A, (I and I) which are absolutely es­ 
sential to bodily w e l l - b e i n g . 
It likewise contains three of the im­ 
portant minerals needed by the body-—calcium, phosphorous and 
iron. 
And it contains proteins whose chief work is to build tissue 
in the body. 
It is a historical fact that the pastoral people of other 
tim es, being largely milk users, were unusually sturdy and heal­ 
thy. 
In present times, milk drinkers are commonly in better con­ 
dition than those who avoid it. 
Milk has been called the most 
nearly perfect food—a statement that medical research has justi­ 
fied.

The Ill i noi s state supreme court the other day added a final 
footnote to ex-May or Thompson's attempt to eradicate British 
propaganda from Chicago’s schoolrooms, when it disbarred John 
J. Gorman, former corporation counsel in Chicago, for not con­ 
forming to standards of tin* legal profession. 
Gorman 
prosecuted ex-Mayor Thompson's ouster suit 
against V\ illiam Mc Andrew, tho superintendent o f schools whom 
Thompson accused of being “a paid agent of the British c r o w n .” 
In prosecuting the case, Gorman called the well-known historian, 
David Seville Muzzey, a ‘‘propagandist, 
said his*textbook w a s 
•‘unfit for use in public schools”— remarks for which ho later 
apologized. 
The disbarment proceedings were brought against Gorman 
by the Chicago Bar Association because of his handling of the 
McAndrew case; and the supreme court’s action will probably be 
the final chapter in one of the most grotesque and contemptible 
stories in American municipal politics.
